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INTRODUCTION 


BACKGROUND 


The Register of Accessible Rental Housing in Hamilton-Wentworth was 
developed in 1983 by the Regional Advisory Committee for the 
Physically Disabled. The Register was formed to identify 
accessible units within the non-profit sector and classify them as 
to their degree of accessibility. Due to staffing restraints, the 
original register has never been updated. 


In 1989 it was proposed by the Regional Advisory Committee for the 
Physically Disabled that the Housing Help Centre update and 
maintain the Register. An Advisory Committee consisting of 
representatives from the Hamilton-Wentworth Housing Authority, Non- 
Profit housing providers, interested community organizations and 
consumers was formed. 


PROJECT 


It was realized that the project would involve a substantial number 
Of estattie hours: Attempts were made to secure funding for an 
Administrative Assistant and two Surveyors. The Housing Help 
Centre provided a project co-ordinator. 


In July of 1991 funding was obtained through Employment and 
Immigration Canadian Jobs Strategy, Section 25. This program 
allocated funding for three staff for eighteen weeks to complete 
the register. Once staff were hired and a work plan drawn up, the 
surveying began and culminated in the publication of this guide. 


This unique housing resource was developed with disabled consumers 
and service agencies in mind and will be a useful tool in assisting 
people with disabilities to secure accessible housing. In 
Hamilton-Wentworth, it is our hope that this project will be a 
stepping stone to co-ordinating housing services for the disabled. 


METHODOLOGY 


Development and completion of the 1991 Accessible Housing Survey 
was the task of the Project Co-ordinator, an Administrative 
Assistant and two Surveyors. The Project Co-ordinator supervised 
and maintained the project schedule. 


The Administrative Assistant, researched, developed and designed a 
computerized program for the Accessible Housing Register. She also 
provided secretarial support and training for the Housing Help 
Centre staff to use the program on an ongoing basis. 


The Surveyors contacted housing providers, scheduled appointments 
with tenants who participated on a voluntary basis, carried out 
surveys of the units, and accounted for all the non-profit 
accessible rental units within the Hamilton-Wentworth Region. 


The project staff had the opportunity during the training process 
to meet with individuals providing services to persons with 
disabilities. Reviewing the survey forms used by the 1983 Register 
and by other communities was helpful. 


The Barrier-Free Design Centre provided a one day training session 
on building standards. The session involved surveying a modified 
unit, and the experience of using a wheelchair. In addition, the 
project staff also visited the Independent Living Centre in 
Kitchener and was provided with information on surveying a modified 
unit. A survey was completed on an occupied unit. 


The Disability Information Service Helpline (DISH) at the Hamilton 
Public Library provided the staff with reading materials regarding 
the disabled. The staff also participated in a discussion on the 
housing needs of people with disabilities. 


The staff also had the opportunity of visiting an attendant care 
apartment. The tenant, who is involved with community services for 
the physically disabled, offered practical advice from personal 
experience. 


The training sensitized the staff to the housing needs of the 
disabled. Following the training period, the staff were able to 
develop a survey form to use when surveying the units. This 
training process took approximately 4 weeks of the project time. 
The site surveys were completed over the next ten weeks, and all 
information was entered into the computerized program. The final 
4 weeks consisted of the compiling of information and the 
completion of this guide. The project was completed in the 
specified 18 weeks.

Any housing search is time consuming, so apply at a variety of 
projects. Clearly identify yourself as having a disability, as you 
may discover some shorter waiting lists. 


It may be helpful to contact the Housing Help Centre for assistance 
with your housing’ search. Detailed survey information on 
individual listings can be obtained at the centre. The Housing 
Help Centre is a one stop practical assistance, information and 
advocacy centre helping tenants with low income and special needs 
seeking affordable and adequate housing. 


The Housing Help Centre provides: telephones to make local calls, 
current rental listings from the newspaper and their own listing 


services. Applications for Hamilton-Wentworth Housing Authority 
and the major non-profit housing providers can be obtained at the 
centre. Community Workers at the centre provide practical 


assistance and advocacy. 


Occasionally, in tracking over 200 entries, a few mistakes are 
bound to be made.

CLASSIFICATION SCALE FOR 
ACCESSIBILITY 


TYPE-O 


Unit itself and/or all rooms not wheelchair accessible (stairs, 
very narrow doors, very steep ramps) 
Example: Not for wheelchair users 


TYPE 1 
The unit and its rooms are wheelchair accessible (good access to 
building, elevator replaces stairs, wide doors, ramps no greater 


than 8%), and height-modified electrical switches. 
Example: Limited walking distance 


TYPE 2 

The unit has minimal changes to the bathroom, such as: a) toilet, 
tub, and/or shower grab bars, and b) an opening under the sink. 
Example: Walking aids required 


LY PEA 


This unit has a fully modified bathroom, inclusive of Type 2 
features plus: 


a) Wheel-in shower area 

b) Modified water taps 

@) Mirror lowered or tilted 

d) May have high toilet 

e) Appropriate transfer spaces 


Example: Suitable for wheelchair dependent person with weak upper 
extremities who cannot use a bathtub

This unit also has minimal changes to the kitchen, such as: 
a) 5' or 1.5m turning radius for wheelchair 
b) opening under sink 
Example: Suitable for wheelchair dependent person with strong 
upper extremities 


TYPE 3A 


This unit has a fully modified kitchen inclusive of Type 3 features 
plus: 


a) Modified taps 
b) Extra storage space, or lower counter and lower top 
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cupboards 


c) Counter top stove 
d) Side-opening oven or microwave 
e) Toe space under counter 


Example: Any disabled person who is able to work from a wheelchair

This unit has all the features of Type 2 and Type 3

ATTENDANT CARE 

Apartments with attendant care support services provide assistance 
with independent living. Assistance may include help with getting 
out of bed, cleaning the home, personal care, meal preparation or 
a variety of other non-medical tasks. Admission is open to 
physically disabled adults, ages 18 years and over who are able to 
direct and organize their own attendant care services. Application 
should be made to the attendant care provider as listed below.

CO-OPERATIVE HOUSING 


Housing co-operatives are incorporated, non-profit organizations 
comprised of people who wish to provide and own their housing 
jointly. The people who live in the co-op are its members and 
participate in the responsibilities of operating the co-op. Co-ops 
provide housing for low to moderate income earners. Instead of 
rent, members pay a monthly housing charge. Generally, it is 
easier to obtain housing in co-ops that are still under 
development. An additional advantage to early acceptance may be 
your input during the design stage. There is no central 
application system for co-ops. Application should be made directly 
to those co-ops that interest you. Additional information on co-op 
housing may be obtained from the Co-operative Housing Federation of 
Hamilton at’575-7577:

FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR HOME 
MODIFICATIONS 


For individuals and families wishing to modify an existing home or 
apartment, there are a few options for financial assistance, mostly 
from the Federal and Provincial governments, as well as a few 
voluntary agencies. These are as follows: 


Ble 


Provincial Low-Rise (Hamilton, Dundas, Flamborough) 
Maximum grants of $5,000. per rental unit built prior to 
1965 and less than five stories. Owner must contribute at 
least 1/3 of cost. 


Provincial Roominghouse (Hamilton, Dundas, Flamborough) 
Maximum grant of $5,000. per bed for buildings of less than 
five stories and built prior to 1965. 


Residential Rehabilitation Assistance Programme (Hamilton) 
Maximum combination of loan and grant is $10,000. available 
to owner occupants of residential units. Maximum grant of 
$5,000. based on income. Loan portion amortized over 
fifteen years at 12 3/4% interest. 


Ontario Home Renewal Programme (Regional) 

Maximum grant of $2,500. in Hamilton, Dundas and Flamborough, 
for owner occupants of single family dwellings. Maximum 
combination of loan and grant $7,500. with interest rates 
and eligibility determined by income. Loans amortized over 
fifteen years with interest rates from 0 - 10%. 


Ontario Home Renewal Programme - Disabled (Regional) 
Maximum grants for $15,000. for owner occupants of 
residential properties. Funds can be used to modify their 
homes for accessibility purposes including ramps, lifts, 
bathroom modifications, and in some cases, additions. The 
maximum family income is $60,000. with the grant being 
reduced until family income reaches $45,000. 
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ae Accessibility Programmes for Renters one 
Both the Provincial Low-Rise and Residential Rehabilitation 
Assistance Programmes offer a grant of up to $5,000. per 
rental unit to provide for accessibility features. These 
Programmes cannot be "piggy-backed". 


Tes Hamilton Assistance Programme (Hamilton) p vs 
Provides low-interest loans of up to $7,500. to families with 
dependants who own and occupy single family homes. Loans are 
amortized over fifteen years at 3%, with a renewal after five 
years at the City's prime lending rate. Elagzbility 
determined by income. 

Si Convert-To-Rent (Region) 

Repayable loans of $7,000. per rental unit created are 
available. Owners make no payments during the first ten 
years with payments starting in year eleven and completed 
in year fifteen. Rental units created must be self- 
contained.

9. Ontario Ministry of Community and Social Services, Adult 
Services, Vocational Rehabilitation Services (VRS) 
There is no maximum amount of financial assistance. Home 
modifications are provided through Restorative Services. 
Must be VRS client pursuing education, employment or 
retraining. For additional information, call 521-7280. 


10. Worker's Compensation Board 
MUST be disabled as a result of a work related injury. Full 
modification fees paid, no limit on funds. For further 
information, call 1-800-263-8488 or 523-1800. 


11. Veteran's Independence Program 
To be eligible, MUST be receiving one of the following: War 
Veteran's Allowance, War Disability Pension, Treatment 
Benefits, Canada Service Veteran's Program. Maximum allowance 
of $3,070/year for home modifications or equipment. For 
further information, call 572-2531. 


12. Ontario March of Dimes Assistive Devices Program (ADP) 
Provides assistive devices such as grab bars and lifts, 
environmental control units to homeowners at no cost. 
Provides up to $4,000. to install elevators and glide 
ramps in the home. For further information, call 1-800-
